Louisville  won  the  International 
League  pennant  in  1972,  and  Pawtucket,  after  losing  the  pennant  by  one 
game  in  1973,  went  on  to  win  the  Governor’s  Cup  and  the  Junior  World  Series. 

Darrell  first  became  a  minor  league  manager  after  a  long  major  league 
career  as  a  catcher  with  the  St.  Louis  Browns,  the  White  Sox,  the  Yankees, 
the  Cardinals,  the  Phillies,  Cincinnati  and  Baltimore.  He  won  his  first  pennant 
with  Elmira  of  the  Eastern  League  in  1966,  scouted  for  the  Yankees  in  1967, 
and  was  pitching  coach  for  the  Red  Sox  under  Dick  Williams  in  1968  and  1969.

At  his  request  he  has  received  an  invitation  to  spring  training  to  attempt  a 
comeback  after  missing  three  and  a  half  seasons.  He  hasn’t  appeared  in  a 
major  league  game  since  July  9,  1971,  but  believes  his  eye  problems  have 
improved  enough  to  try  again.  Tony  played  briefly  for  the  Angels’  Arizona 
instructional  team  in  the  winter  of  1973,  but  refused  assignment  to  a  triple 
A  team.

“Pudge”  will  have  few  happy  memories  of  the  1974  season.  He  missed  the 
first  17  games  of  the  season  because  of  a  serious  groin  injury  suffered  in 
spring  training,  and  then  was  on  his  way  to  his  second  straight  runaway  year 
as  the  best  catcher  in  the  league  when  he  tried  to  block  Leron  Lee  from 
scoring  the  winning  run  in  the  ninth  inning  in  Cleveland  on  June  28th.  He 
suffered  torn  cartilages  which  required  surgery  and  was  out  for  the  year. 

His  value  to  the  Red  Sox  is  best  indicated  by  the  fact  that  he  was  the 
fourth  leading  home  run  hitter  on  the  club  despite  missing  108  games  of  the 
season.  By  season’s  end,  he  was  taking  batting  practice  and  jogging  and 
has  undergone  a  whole  winter  of  special  conditioning  to  make  him  ready 
for  1975. 

In  1972,  he  was  the  first  unanimous  choice  as  “Rookie  of  the  Year.”  In 
1973  he  was  one  of  the  leading  vote-getters  as  the  league  All  Star  catcher, 
but  did  have  a  second-half  slump. 

His  nickname  “Pudge”  has  been  with  him  since  childhood  and  through 
his  days  at  Charlestown,  N.  H.  High  where  he  starred  in  baseball,  basketball 
and  soccer.  He  was  attending  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  on  a  basketball 
scholarship  when  the  Red  Sox  selected  him  number  one  in  the  midwinter 
draft  in  1967.

Later  he  spent  two  years  in  the  Navy,  playing  with  the  Hawaii  team 
which  finished  second  in  the  National  Baseball  Congress  tournament  at  Wich¬ 
ita.

In  the  past  two  seasons  Roger  has  shown  flashes  of  excellence  with  six 
outstanding  games  in  1974,  highlighted  by  his  one-hitter,  with  12  strikeouts, 
over  Chicago  on  August  21st.  The  only  hit  was  a  ground  ball  up  the  middle 
by  Dick  Allen  with  one  out  in  the  seventh  inning.

Luis  had  his  third  straight  outstanding  season  for  the  Red  Sox  as  he  led 
the  majors  with  seven  shutouts,  and  set  personal  highs  in  wins,  innings, 
starts  and  complete  games.  He  pitched  311  plus  innings,  the  first  Sox  pitcher 
to  do  that  since  1936,  and  he  is  the  first  pitcher  since  Dave  Ferriss  (1945-46) 
to  have  consecutive  20-win  seasons.  As  the  club's  ‘‘stopper,”  12  times  he 
won  following  a  Red  Sox  loss,  and  defeated  every  other  team  in  the  league 
at  least  once  except  Kansas  City,  whom  he  didn't  face. 

All  of  this  has  occurred  since  he  was  released  by  Minnesota  in  the  spring 
of  1971,  pitched  a  3CVday  trial  in  the  Braves  organization,  before  signing  with 
Louisville  on  Darrell  Johnson's  recommendation,  also  on  a  trial  basis,  and 
finished  the  1971  season  with  Boston  principally  as  a  reliever.  Again  in  1974, 
he  was  voted  the  Red  Sox  “Most  Valuable  Pitcher”  by  the  Boston  press  and 
received  several  votes  for  the  league  MVP  title.

Rick  had  been  the  key  to  the  1973  World  Series  trade  with  the  St.  Louis 
Cardinals  for  Reggie  Smith,  with  the  plan  that  he  would  move  right  into  the 
starting  rotation  with  Tiant  and  Lee,  but  shoulder  problems  and  an  unfortunate 
accident  at  home  made  1974  the  poorest  of  his  10-year  major  league  career. 

In  his  first  start  for  the  Red  Sox,  April  13th,  he  pitched  a  powerful  six- 
hitter  to  defeat  Detroit  on  a  cold  and  rainy  day,  and  he  believes  that  was  the 
start  of  his  problems.  He  missed  20  days  in  early  May  because  of  his 
shoulder.  When  it  looked  like  he  might  be  ready  for  full-time  action,  his  wife 
accidentally  closed  a  door  on  his  finger  and  broke  it,  and  that  cost  28  days. 
Continued  shoulder  problems  cost  him  26  more  days  in  July  and  the  final  61 
days  of  the  season. 

Ordered  to  rest  completely,  he  will  do  his  first  pitching  since  August  2,  1974 
at  the  Red  Sox  1975  spring  training  camp,  so  his  future  is  unpredictable. 
Because  he  had  no  history  of  arm  problems  in  the  past,  the  Red  Sox  are 
hopeful  he  will  bounce  back  and  regain  the  effectiveness  he  had  in  the 
National  League. 

He  was  the  winning  pitcher  for  the  National  League  in  the  1973  All  Star 
Game  and  an  All  Star  selection  in  1971.  That  year  he  had  a  no-hitter,  4-0  over 
Cincinnati  on  June  23,  when  he  helped  his  own  cause  with  two  home  runs. 

Before  signing  with  the  Phillies  in  1963  he  had  been  All  City  in  football, 
basketball  and  baseball  at  Madison  High  of  Portland,  Oregon.  Earlier  he  had 
pitched  in  Little  League  and  Babe  Ruth  League  World  Series,  with  a  no-hitter 
for  his  Madison  team  in  1961.

No  less  than  27  players  on  the  spring  roster  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox  are  products  of 
the  club’s  five  team  player  development  system,  a  tribute  to  the  astute  scouting  of 
the  men  listed  on  this  page. 

In  the  creation  of  a  successful  major  league  contender,  the  key  to  success  lies  here 
with  the  farm  director,  minor  league  managers,  special  instructors,  after  the  players 
have  been  drafted  on  the  basis  of  scout  reports. 

For  1975,  the  Red  Sox  have  joined  with  17  other  major  league  teams  in  the  Major 
League  Scouting  Bureau,  but  unlike  many  other  teams,  the  Red  Sox  elected  to  keep 
their  own  24  expert  scouts  to  back  up  the  information  received  from  bureau  scouts. 
Once  a  young  player  is  fortunate  enough  to  be  drafted  and  then  sign  with  the  Red 
Sox,  he  knows  he  will  have  the  benefit  of  excellent  tutoring  all  the  way  to  Fenway 
Park  if  he  has  ability,  but  more  important  if  he  has  the  desire  and  the  willingness 
to  work  hard.

Ned  Martin  and  Jim  Woods  teamed  up  for  the  first  time  in  1974  and  became 
an  instant  hit  with  Red  Sox  fans  throughout  New  England  with  a  smooth, 
compatible  delivery  style. 

This  will  be  Ned’s  15th  year  as  a  Red  Sox  play-by-play  broadcaster,  since 
joining  Curt  Gowdy  in  1961,  and  his  fourth  season  as  leader  of  the  radio 
team.  A  graduate  of  Duke  and  a  native  of  Philadelphia,  Ned  is  a  World 
War  II  Marine  veteran  who  came  to  the  Red  Sox  after  extensive  broad¬ 
casting  experience  of  all  sports  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia. 

Jim  Woods  is  one  of  the  real  veterans  of  radio  sports,  entering  his  23rd 
major  league  season  in  1975.  Since  1953,  when  he  came  up  with  the 
Yankees,  he  has  broadcast  play  by  play  for  the  New  York  Giants,  the 
Pirates,  Cardinals  and  the  Oakland  A’s  before  coming  to  Boston.  Through 
the  years  he  has  teamed  with  such  radio  names  as  Mel  Allen,  Russ  Hodges, 
Bob  Prince  and  Jack  Buck.

This  historic  photo  shows  the  first  official  World  Series  game  ever 
played  between  the  Boston  Pilgrims  (forerunners  to  the  Red  Sox) 
and  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates.  Although  Boston  lost  this  first  game, 
7  to  3,  and  later  trailed  three  games  to  one,  they  came  back  to 
win  four  straight,  the  final  out  coming  when  Bill  Dinneen  struck 
out  Honus  Wagner  in  the  eighth  game,  won  by  Boston,  3-0. 

The  Pilgrims  and  the  Pirates  posed  for  this  picture  before  the 
eighth  and  deciding  game  of  the  first  World  Series. 

Even  though  the  Red  Sox  (Pilgrims)  repeated  as  American  League 
champions,  John  McGraw  of  the  Giants  refused  to  play  in  a  World 
Series  with  the  ‘‘upstarts  from  Boston.” 

The  sellout  tradition,  which  continues  today,  started  here  at  the 
site  of  present  Northeastern  University,  and  it  became  apparent 
that  larger  quarters  were  needed.  Even  though  the  Red  Sox  finished 
fifth  in  this  season  of  1911,  the  nucleus  of  another  pennant  winner 
was  forming. 

“Nuf  Ced”  McGreevey  and  the  Royal  Rooters  were  on  hand  at  the 
birth  of  present  Fenway  Park  in  1912.
